Ho Explicitly Denies Tilton's
Charges.

New York, July 23. needier has
made a preliminary statement in re-
ply to Tilton, denying In total the
charge of the latter, ami warmly de-
fending Mrs. Tiltoii from the accusa-
tions of her husband, for whom he
says he cherishes a pure feeling, such
as a gentleman might honorably offer
to a Christian woman, and which she
might receive mid reciprocate
without moral scruple. He rejects
with indie-natio- every imputation
wnieh reflects upon her honor or his
own. He critically examines Tilton's
charges, and recognizes the measures
which make it of transcendent im-
portance to himself, the Church and
the cause of public morality, that a
full answer shall be given to them,
and he looks to the committee of in-
vestigation to search the matter to the
bottom and vindicate him. He con-
cludes : " I do not propose to analyze
and contest at this time the extraordi-
nary paper of Mr. Til ton, but there
are two allegations which I enn't per-
mit to pass without special notice.
They refer to the only two incidents
which Mr. Tilton pretends to have
witnessed personally the one an al-
leged scene in my house, while look-
ing over engravings, and the other a
chamber scene, in his own house.

His statements concerning these are
absolutely false. Nothing of the klud
ever occurred, nor any semblance of
any such tilings. They are now brought
to my notice for the first time. To
every statement which connects me
dishonorably with Mrs. Elizabeth R.
Tilton, or which in any wise would
Impugn the honor and purity of this
beloved Christian woman, I give the
most explicit, comprehensive and
solemn denial.

MRS. TILTON'S
New York, July 23. Mrs. Tilton's

statement is published. She begins
with the expression that the impera-
tive necessity, which is forced upon
her to pick anew the pains and sor-
rows she had for the last ten years.daily
schooled herself to bury and fortrive.
is the saddest act of her life, a sense of
the provision or tier life, faith almost
compels Her now to stand aside till
God himself delivers. Yet she sees in
the act of her husband an urgent call
and privilege from which she shirks
not. To reply in detail to the twenty-tw-o

articles of arraignment she will
not attempt at present, but if called
upon to testify to each and all of them
shall not hesitate to do so. Hhe solemn
ly avers that long before the Woodhull
publication, she knows the insinua-
tion and direct statement of her hus-
band to have repeated to her very-nea-r

relatives and friends, the sub-
stance of the accusations which shock
the moral sense of the entire commu-
nity this day. Many times, she says,
when hearing that certain persons had
spoken ill of him, he has sent me to
chide them for so doing, and then and
there I learned he bad been before me
with bis calumnies against myself so
that I was speechless. The reiteration
in his statement that he had persistent-
ly striien to hide these so called facts,
is utterly false, as his hatred of Mr.
Beecher has existed these many years
and the determination to ruin Mr.
Beecher has been the one acme of his
life. Again the perfidy with which
the holiest love a wife ever ofTered has
been recklessly discovered in this pub-
lication reaches well nigh to sacrilege,
and added to this the endeavor, like
the early Bcandal of Mi. Woodhull, to
make my own words condemn me, has
no parallel. Most conspicuously my
letter quoting the reading of Griffith
Gaunt. Had Mr. Tilton read the pure
character of Catherine, he would have
seen that I lifted myself beside it us
near as any human being may affect
the ideal. But it was her character
and not the incidents of fiction suc-
ceeding it, to which I referred. Hers
was not a sin of criminal act or
thought. A. like confession with hers
I made to Mr. Tilton in telling of my
love to my friend and pastor, one year
before, and I now ada that notwith-
standing all misrepresentations and
anguish of soul, I owe to my acquaint-
ance and friendship with Mr. Beecher
and to no other human instrumentali-
ty, that encouragemeut in my mental
life and that growth toward tuediviue
nature which enabled me to walk dal-
ly in a lively hope of the life beyond,

be Explains Home r Iter L Iters.
The shameless charges in articles sev-

en, eight and nine are fearfully false
in each and every particular. ' The
letter referred to In Mr. Tilton's tenth
fiaragraph, was obtained from me by

and by representations
that it was necessary for him to use in
the then pending difficulties with Mr.
Boweu, I was then sick. nigh unto
death. I signed whatever be request-
ed, without knowingor understanding
its import. The paper I have never
seen, and do not know what state-
ments it contained.

In this effort and throe of agony, I
would fain lift my (laughters and all
womanhood from the insiduous and
diabolical teachings of these latter
days, his frequent etRirt to prove me
insane, of weak mind, insignificant
and mean presence.all rank In the cate-
gory of heartlessness, selfishness and
falsehood, having its climax In Ins pre
sent endeavor to convince the world
that I am or ever have been unable to
distinguish between an innocent and a
guilty love.

Iter Derlnrallun of Innocence.
Iu summing up the whole matter,

Mrs. Tilton says: "I alii nn myself
before Hod to be innocence of the
crime laid upon me. That I never
nave been guilty of adultery Willi
Henry Ward Beecher in thought or
deed, nor has be ever offered to me pii
indecorous or improper proposal.

To the further charge that I was led
away from my home by Mr. Beecher's
friends, and by the advice of a lawyer
whom Mr. Beecher had sent to me,
and r.hoin advance of my appearing
before the committee, arranged with
me the questions and answers which
are to constitute my testimony on Mr.
Beecher's behalf, I answer that this
is again untrue, having neverseen the
lawyer until introduced to him a few
moments before the arrival of the
committee, by my stepfather, Judge
Morse. She says she saw " well nigh
with blinding eyes, that Tilton had
put into execution, the almost daily
threat of his life, that he lived tocrusii
out Mr. Beecher; that the Hod of battles
was iu him ; that he had always been
Mr. Beecher's superior, and all that
lay in his path, wife, children, or
reputatiou, if need be, should fall be-
fore this purpose."

What Tilton Said on Cross Exam-

ination.
New York, July 27. The follow-

ing is a portion of the Tilton cross ex-
amination before the Beecher investi-
gating Committee :

tjuestiou Have you not frequently
asserted the purity of your wife.

Answer No, 1 have always had a
strong technical use of words. I have
always used words that conveyed that
impression. I have taken pains to say
that she was a delicate Christian wo-ma- u.

That necessarily carried the
other, as he took it. 1 do not think it
carried the whole. I have said that
Elizabeth was a tender, delicate, kind-
ly Christian woman, which 1 tliiuk
sue Is.

U. Have you not stated that she
was as pure as an angel?

A. JNo, 1 have not sought to give
Elizabeth a good character. I have
always wanted to do so. I think she
deserves agood character. I think she
is better than most of us, better than I
am. I do not believe in point of actual
moral goodness, barring some draw-
backs, that there is in this Committee
so white a soul as Elizabeth Tilton.

To the question as to his wife's devo
tion and i purity of life, witness said
she was pure, unless a technical mean-
ing was applied to the word purity.
She sought consolation of her pastor
and he took advantage of her ortho-
dox views to make the net and mesh
in which he ensnared her, and for
which witness held him In contempt,
which no other English words could
describe.

Q.-Y- ou say a year after what you state
as Mrs. Tilton's confession, she insist-
ed she had not violated her marriage
vows?

A. Yes, Elizabeth was in a sort of
vaporous mood : she was between light
and dark ; she could not see it was
wrong, bhe mentioned it to her mother
In mypresence that she had not done
wroug. Hhe cm ihc if irto do wrong.
A sense of havii:; . ie wrong is
enough to crush In-- . 4ho naturally
seeks for her owu pea aoonsclentious
verdict. She never would have had
these relations if she had supposed at
the time they were wrong. Elizabeth
never does anything that at the time
seems wrong. i or such a large moral
nature there is lack of a certain balance
and equipoise. Hhe has not a will that
guides and restruins; but Elizabeth
never does at any time that which
does not have the stamp of her con-
science at the time upon it.

Q. Do you say that she did or did
not Insist that she bad violated her
marriage vows ?

A. Hhe always was saying that it
never seemed to her wrong, and she
said : " Theodore, 1 do not see that!
have now wronged you."

Tilton described iu detail the Im
proper caress which occurred in the
parlor while looking over engravings,
saying that Beecher touched slily Mrs.
Tilton's lower limbs. He said of (he
bed-roo- scene : that he went to the
room door ; Elizabeth oame and she
was suprised that the door was locked
sue was surprised at nnding me ; Mr.
Beecher was sitting in a red plush
rocking chair wit h his vest unbutton-
ed ; his faoe colored like a rose, when
I saw him. "

to you onmat occasion r

A. Entirely ' so. I should have
thought nothing of it had I not won
dered at the door being locked. ' i

Q. What was the explanation given
which you found satisfactory ?

' e annoyaneeof the children.
My wife said : f Ours and the neigh
bors' children were making a noise ;

she wanted a quiet' talk with Mr.
Beecher. and so she locked herself in.','.'A. Yes. It was entirely reasonable.

, Ttltoa Publishes Card.
New York. July 27. Tilton tub

lishes a card calling public atteutlon
to the fact that the Plymouth Church
committee, in its publication of the

i testimony, omits tne most important
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fact; namely: that the criminality
which his sworn statement charged
upon Beecher and Mrs. Tilton, was
confessed to Tilton, not only by his
wife, but bv Beecher. Furthermore,
that it was confessed bv her and him
to Mr. Moulton, as the friend and
counselor of bold. And still further-
more, that Moulton' mediation be-
tween Beecher and Tilton was based
on the one sole fact of this pre existing
criminality between Beecher and Mrs.
Tilton.

WASHINGTON.

Blue CoatN Wanted in Mississippi.
Washington, July 21. A telegram

was received at the Executive Mansion
this morning, from acting Governor
Davis, of Mississippi, stating that party
feeling in Vicksburg was very high oil
account of the election to take place
August 4th. ui.d requesting the pres
ence of I'nited Htates troops to prevent
any outbreak. The telegram was for-
warded to the l'resideut at Long
Branch.

Washington. July 22. The Mayor
and Postmaster of Vicksburg have
telegraphed the President, protesting
against troops being sent to tliat cltv
in accordance with tlie application of
me ljieut. Governor.

The protest of prominent citizens of
lcKstiurg, Including Mayor and Post

master, ugalust Gov. Davis' demand
for troops, was received by the Seereta-r- y

of War this morning and at once
forwarded to the President at Patter
son, N. J. The President telegraphed
last night hisapproval of the action of
tne secretary In sending troops to

lcKsburg and requested that all dis
patches on the subject be forwarded to
mm at ljong Kranch, and also author-
ized the Heeretary to use his discretion
in the matter. The Mavor and Post
master claim there Is no necessity
whatever for troops. Heeretary Belk-
nap, also this morning received from
acting Governor Davis, a telegram
stating that the particulars had been
forwarded bv mail and suspended the
order directing troops should be sent
to icKsuurg, until the statement of
Davis Is received.

The Court of Commissioners of Ala
bam a Claims met to-d- at the De
partment of State. All the Judges are
present, viz: Wells, of Michigan, who
is the presiding Judge, and Judges
Jtavnor, of jSoiili Carolina ; Jlverson,
of New Jersey ; Porter, of Pennsyl
vania, and Davis, Clerk or the Court.

Oenerul Cresswell hav-
ing been designated by the President
as counsel for theGovernment was also
present.

It hud been raining with great
violence from early Iu the morning till
noon, when the cloud burst on the
lofty range of mountains to eastward
and a vast volume of water washed
down the cuaou where the town is
located. The eastern part of the town
was flooded iu ten minutes by the fear- -

iui rush or water, which constantly in
creased In violence, depth and 1m
petuosity. People are hemmed In aud
every moment houses were torn from
their foundations and sweptawav with
the occupants. Ropes were procured
and a line formed, and the brave men
thus protected, dashed into the torrent,
saving many lives. Onlv a few women
and children were lost. Roger Robiuett,
reporter of the Sentinel, is among the
drowned. The Sentinel office was swept
away. Bodies are being brought to tlte
court house as fast as recovered. Three
Chinamen were lost. Ninety houses
were swept away, and all that part of
town in which is situated dance houses
and other places of amusement Is
gone. The flood lasted only half an
hour. It is believed the total loss of life
will reuch 25 or 30.

Heavy Floods with Loss of Lifo
and Property.

FOREIGN NEWS.

Grand Carlist Victory in Spain.

Madrid, July 21. An official re
port of the loss of Culnia has ben re-

ceived. The defense was brave and
obstinate to the last.

On the 13th the Republicans defend
ing Faubourg Carristea, repelled three
assaults made by Don Alphouso with
8,000 men. Tlie Carlists ultimately
captured Faubourg. The Repub
licans retired to the principal square of
the town and refused to surrender.
Four more attacks were made upon
them, In each of which the Carlists
met with repulse. During the morn-
ing of the 15th, after the firing had
lasted llfty-si- x hours, the Carlists gain-
ed the square. The Republicans be
gan to retreat to a citadel when they
suddenly encountered a fresh force of
4,000 Carlists who, by some unexplain-
ed means, had gained possession of the
citadel. Gen. X glcslus, the Republi-
can commander, and all his officers
and men then surrended as prisoners
of war. The Carlists sacked and burns
ed many Iiouses, murdered many In-

habitants, made heavy requisitions for
provisions, demanded a contribution
amounting In aggregate to two years
taxes to paid Py tiie city and destroyed
the fortifications. The enemy report
their losss at 150 killed and 700 wound-
ed.

Paris, July 22. In the Assembly
v the MiniNtpr on forelirn Hd'airs

stated that it was Impossible for
Franco to hold aloof from the Brus-
sels Congress, but that the Govern-
ment would undertake nothing in
connection with it without tlie consent
of the Assembly.

The Government will insist on tlie

Madrid, July 20. A terrible land-
slide occurred at Alava, in tb6
Province of Navarre.

that the Senate shall consist of loo
members nominated by the l'resideut
and 130 selected from and by the As-
sembly, tlie Cardinals, Marshals aud
Admiral to be members ex officio. Al-
so, that the President of the Senate
shall beoome Provisional President of
the Republio in the event of a va-
cancy, and the President of the Re-
publics be empowered to dissolve the
Assembly with the approval of the
Senate.

The Committee on Parlimeutary
Initiative hare agreed to recommend
that M. Leon deMalleville's motion iu

favor of the dissolution of the Assem-
bly be reconsidered. They have also ex-
amined a similar motion Introduced by
M. Duvall. Their report on the above
motions will he presented to the As-
sembly nxt Monday, and the question
of dissolution will consequently again
be raised before that of prorogation,
which was made in order for Tuesday.
The Republicans are actively agitating
for the dissolution and hope to have a
majority Monday, as many Con-
servative Deputlves are absent: ,

This
will cheer up pastures, late corn, pota-
toes, ganleiis, etc. We hear men say
that springs are getting lower than
usual.

We have a great many grasshoppers,
but not an unusual amount for the
time of year. What few we have we
Just let 'em hop where they please;
they can't injure us; we have nothing
for them to eat, and If they cau stand
It parading en masse around our fields
on quarter rations, waiting for a rain
to intuse llle lulo the grass, we say to
'em, flank into It.

A friend of ours lately from the
Cincinnati Southern road gives rather
a gloomy picture of the moral and civil
prospects along the works that lie
through the mountains. 1 n some places
Sundays are put in at base-bal- l, card
playinir and hunting. A pood deal of
whisky drinking and fighting is done.
One day a party of railroad hands
started to Wartburg for whisky. They
got into a row with a man und knocked
him In the head with a rock, which,
they thought, had killed him. As they
returned, being intoxicated, they pick-
ed a fuss with another young man, and
began rock ing him down the river bunk.
When he coub1go no farther for the
river, he returned the compliment,
whereupon the rowdies shot ut him.
He split the river and escaped to the
other side. One night a general row
took place on the roud near Wartburg.
it commenced between a boss anil the
hostler. Buss knocked hostler down
and was pegging into him, when the
boss' brother seized a pick handle
and rushed In to help him.
He wus told the hostler was ou
top, whereupon he commenced
pick handling the top man with a
vengauce. It Is said lie changed the
direction of hLs Idows in a twinkle,
when he found he was pounding his
brother. At about this juncture a
stable hand, with comb and brush iu
band, rushed in to see the fight.
The boss was up by this time, and
seeing the comb aud brush thought
they were brickbats, whereupon he
knocked the fellow down backwards
oil' the porch into a pile of picks,
shovels, etc., completely skinning him
to pieces. He got up running, and
didn't stop soon. By this time the two
brothers were mud enough to fight all
night, and having one or two more
urgent cases they set to work and soon
had the commissary clerk knocked
down and kicked out of doors. Their
next man was a doctor. They floored
him, and one of them taking a position
astride of his stomach, churned him,
wliile the other poked his pistols in
"dock's" ears and twisted them
around like boring with a gimlet, until
tlie skin was bored off.

The shanties are built in
rows, and it often occurs that men are
In one room at prayer meeting while
the rooms on either side are filled with
men driukiug, dancing, playing cards,
gambling, etc.
